Officer Budde brought the two men as far 
as Pleaeant and Liberty streets when they 
began to show fight.

Budde was ehot three times, twice in the 
stomach and once in the groin. 

In the midst of the fight Chief of Police 
Kuhn alighted from a passing street. car 
and, hearing the cries for help, hastened to 
Budde's assistance. 

Before the chief had taken ten steps from 
the car he was struck in the breast with a 
rock. 

He drew his revolver and began shooting, 
but the burglars seemed to be armed too, 
and they began shooting. Chief Kuhn was 
etruck in the side. It is thought he was 
mot fatally wounded. When both officers 
fell the negroes separated and made their 
Gacape. '

They cannot get out un- 
less they should happen to get citizens’ 
clothing, which is not likely. 

Nobody but persons connected with the 


prison and press are being permitted to 
enter inside the big gate. 

The convicts that are in the cells are act- 
ing like madmen, jumping up and down, 
and yelling loud enough to awaken the 
dead.

In 
1868: Lower was declared of unsound mind 
by a jury and was sent to the asylum at 
Osawatomie In 1870 he escaped and re- 
turned to the farm. 

While he never afterward showed any dan- 
gerous symptoms, he was never declared 
sane. During the famous Kansas boom days 
the farm was platted and sold, Lower sign- 
ing the deeds. He died here last February 
and at that time was believed “not quite 
right.”’ 

Now come the widow, the son and the 
daughter, who claim that since Lower had 
been declared insane, and was never after- 
wards declared sane, the deeds to all of the 
town site of El Dorado are null and void and 
the property belongs to them. The- widow 
and daughter reside in Hutchinson. Courts 
in various States have decided that where a 
man is declared insane and not afterward 
adjudged sane all his acts of whatever kind 
have no legal status and on this basis it Is 
believed the plaintiffs have a good case.

BOMBS EXPLODED. 


Five Italians Were Killed and Six 
More Injured. 

ROME, Dec. 19.—A dispatch from Cassino 
says that several bombs, secretly manufac. 
tured by a druggist named Valero, exploded 
last night. Two stories of the druggist’s 
house were shattered, a number of 
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fortune, built to its colossal size by Jay 
Gould, is breaking up at last, and that the 
properties which delighted his thrifty soul 
are sinking under a hammering produced by 
lack of confidence.

For a long time the public is said to have 
made emphatic its loss of confidence, and 
there has been a gradual decline all along 
the line of the Gould stocks. There” has 
been such a tide setting in against them 
that the bear interest has added its ham- 
fering in most unkindly fashion and the 
result has been startling. And there are 
said to be special reasons for this state of 
things, which financiers will not misunder- 
stand. 

The Western Union is not the monopoly it 
formerly was. It is said that the Elevated 
is not earning its dividends, and that it has 
not been doing so for a year, that every 
quarter has shown a deficiency which has 
been pald out of the surplus. 

Whether or not this is true may come out 
soon as an application was made yesterday 
to tne Attorney General by Mortimer Hend- 
ricks of this city, a bondholder, to oust the 
directors of the Manhattan Elevated Co. 
and compel them to pay back to the com- 
pany tne money paid from the surplus. 

The Missouri Pacific has long suffered from 
bad rumors. All the Pacific systems, con- 
trolled by the Goulds, have been in the 
dumps for several years, and the last show- 
ing of the St, Louis & Southwestern was a 
poor one. 

Eddie Gould is handicapped by his fight 
with the Diamond Match Co. In that cof- 
poration are such moneyed men of the West 
as P. D. Armour and George M. Pullman. 
Banded with them are a lot of lesser cattle 
men and to-day they form a strong combin- 
ation, 

The Missouri Pacific is the heaviest car- 
rier of cattle from the ranges of the South- 
west to Chicago and Kansas City, and these 
men in a large degree control those ship- 
ments. They have hit Mr. Gould where he 
hit them, on his pocketbook. They have di- 
verted shipments from the Gould Lines, going 
so far as to force shippers to drive beef on 
hoof to shipping points other than the Mis- 
souri Pacific. .

BIG STEALS FROM CHARITY.

Keep Books.

—————— 
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OLNEY RAISES A GREAT ISSUE. 


Secretary Olney’s interview, given out 
to the Press Associations on Saturday, is 
without doubt the most extraordinary ut- 
terance that has been made by a Cabinet 
officer in the entire history of the Govern- 
ment. It makes formal announcement to 
Congress and the country that the Execu- 
tive Department of the Government will 
totally ignore the proposed action of the 
Legislative Department on a vital public 
question. He makes this announcement 
in the absence of the President, and in ad- 
vance of action by the Senate and House. 
The issue thus cavalierly raised by Sec- 
retary Olney involves a constitutional 
question of the first importance. Have 
the people, acting through their repre- 
sentatives im the National Congress, any 
control over the relations of this Govern- 
ment with foreign Governments, or is this 
momentous power vested solely in the 
President, without restriction of any 
kind? Secretary Olney claims that it Is 
strictly a prerogative of the President, 
and that any attempt by Congress to di- 
rect the action of the Government is an 
encroachment upon Executive ‘authority. 

This issue has come near being raised 
several times in the past, but was avoided 
by-the wiser heads in the Executive and 
Legislative Departments. Secretary Ol- 
ney seems determined to force it, and has 
brought it forward in the most offensive 
manner possible, 

It is not probable that Congress will 
evade the issue thus forced upon it. If 
the question is now to be finally deter- 
mined, Congress will have the great ad- 
vantage in the contest of being backed 
by a powerful public sentiment, which is 
growing stronger every day, and which 
the President and his advisers seem de- 
termined to treat with contempt. 
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THE FILLEY POINT OF DANGER. 


Frequently since the organization of the 
Civic Federation in St. Louis the Post- 
Dispatch has warned its membership of 
the danger of invasion by machine pcli- 
ticlans as soon as its power should be 
demonstrated. We have pointed out the 
ways in which it could be seized upon and 
controlled by a machine or machines rep- 
resenting one or both of the old parties. 

That this should have been attempted so 
soon and im such an open way as it has 
been in the Eleventh and Seventeenth 
Wards is, however, something of a sur- 
prise to us. The central body of the Fed- 
eration has set aside the organization pro- 
ceedings in those wards and will reorgan- 
ize under more representative auspices. 

This prompt action is encouraging, but 
the organization must be prepared to re- 
sist the more insidious attacks of more 
skillful politicians which it will certainly 
be called upon to meet. Mr. Filley has 
taken recent occasion to refer, in public, 
to the work and aims of the Civic Feder- 
atiom. He holds out the hope of being able 
to co-operate with it in necessary muni- 
cipal reforms, and with a seriousness 
which would be amusing if it were less 
dangerous. 

If the St. Louls Civic Federation is to 
go the way of the one in Chicago it will 
co-operate with Filley or allow Filley to 
co-operate with it. That way lies utter 
failure, 


—— 
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IMMIGRATION. 


The Lodge bill, just passed by the Sen- 
ate, placing obstacles in the way of the 
heretofore almost unrestricted immigra- 
tion from foreign countries, will beyond 
doubt prove a popular measure. In fact, 
the large majority which it obtained in 
the Senate could have been obtained only 
under the pressure of a strong popular 
demand. 

This demand has been gaining strength 
for ten years past. It was the natural, 
almost instinctive outcome of conditions 
brought about by the persistent protec- 
tive tariff legislation since the war. The 
workingmen of the country saw high—in 
many cases practically prohibitive—im- 
port duties levied upon the products of 
foreign labor, These taxes were avowed- 
ly levied for the protection of American 
labor—to give it the control of the “home 
market.” At the same time they saw the 
doors of the country flung wide open in 
welcome to these foreign laborers, who 
came in at the rate of hundreds of thou- 
sands per annum to compete in the home 
market with home labor. They saw as 
the result of this wages crowded inces- 
santly downward, nearer and nearer to 
the foreign standard. 

It was not only natural, it was inev- 
itable that sooner or later the working- 
mer of the country should awake to the 
gross inconsistency of this policy, which 
protected the American manufacturer by 
barring out competing foreign products, 
while it left the American laborer sub- 
ject to the free and unlimited competition 
of imported labor. The demand that this 
inconsistency should be remedied was not 
only logical, it was in the highest degree 
rational, A protective tariff and re- 
stricted immigration should always go 
hand in hand, In fact, if prohibitive Mo- 
Kinley duties are to be maintained as 
the permanent policy of the country, then 
the immigration of foreign labor to com- 
pete in the home market with home labor 
should be absolutely prohibited. 

Yet it must not be forgotten that the 
restriction of immigration is @ reversal 
of the historic policy which has made 
America, in the immortal words of Can- 
ming, “the home of Freedom and a refuge 
for the oppressed of every nation and of 
every clime.” It is to unrestricted imm!i- 
gtation that the marvelous growth of the 
United States during the last hundred 
years is majiniy due. But for immigration 
it is hardly possible that we should at 
this time number more than 25,000,000 
of people, But for immigration, the Great

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MOODY AND YVETTE. | 

In a recent Interview the Evangelist 
Moody criticised a song which Yvette 
Guilbert sang a day or two before. Mr. 
Moody is not sure that the song is im- 
moral, but he objects to it. He says his 
audience would not let him read more 
tham four lines when he was talking about 
these songs. The song is by John Reche- 
pin, and the English of it reads as fol- 
lows: 
There once was a lad—alack for his lot! 
Who loved one who loved him not; 
She said to him, “Go bring to my feet 
Thy mother’s heart for my dog’s meat, 
Get thee hence; slay her; nor wait!” 


As he ran he fell to the ground, 

And in the clay the heart rolled round, 

As the heart rolled round in the clay 

The heart spoke, and he heard it say— 
He heard the heart say in his ear— 

“Hast hurt thyself, my dear? O my dear!” 

As Mr. Moody truly says, the fourth 
line of this is terrible. The entire song 
is terrible. It is a ghastly picture, 
sketched by the hand of a merciless mas- 
ter. Butin shutting him off at the dread- 
ful fourth line, Mr. Moody’s audience 
missed the powerful moral lesson con» 
veyed by the song as a whole, and con- 
demned it as immioral without hearing 
its lesson, 

Coarse and repulsive as the picture is, 
what a tribute to mothers’ love its last 
two lines contain! The song shocks, but 
is not the vice of filial ingratitude and 
the crime of matricide it condemns shock. 
ing, and ought not a picture of such 
vices and crimes to be powerful and 
shocking? 

The poet chose dreadful language and 
terrible imagery to depict dreadful 
crimes. Mr. Moody missed the oppor- 
tunity of calling attention to the lesson 
conveyed in this poem when he allowed 
his audience to close their ears to it 
because of its appalling language.

bloody war. It is seldom in this country that 
We are disturbed by serious war talk, and 
im any event a war of invasion of our soil 
would be the most unlikely of possibilities, 
so that the talk of wer with Spain does not 
come home to us, as it would otherwise do. 
It does not impress us with the horrors of 


war, with its carnage, desolation, death, | 


fire, and the sword. But look at civilized 
Europe. With bristling bayonet, each coun- 
try with a chip on its shoulder, ready and 
eager to attack the first which has the 


temerity to knock tt off. Look at the mil- 


lions spent in supporting vast armies 6f idle 
non-producing men for fighting purposes, 


whether of offense or defense; at the millioris } 


spent for improved ways of killing and of 
protection against being killed; of the mil- 
Mons for powder and ball expended in tar- 
get practice. Space is too short to even tell 
of the various ways in which vast sums are 
spent in times of peace preparing for war.

SAYS HE TRIED TO HELP HIM. 


Gomez Came Up and Assisted the Sur- 
geon to Throw the Body 
on a Horse.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The Herald has 
the following this morning: 

HAVANA, Cuba, Dec. 19, via Key West, 
Dec. 19.—I talked with Dr. Zertucha to- 
day, on whose shoulder Maceo’s hand rest- 
ed affectionately at Punta Brava, according 
to his story, when Maceo fell. He said: 

“I wiil write out the facts for you.” 

I said: “You are not efraid to answer a 
few questions?’ 

“Oh, no.”’ 

“How far were you from Maceo when he 
‘was shot?’ 

“I was at his side. He had just said to 
me, “Things are going well.’ He had hardly 
uttered the words when he was ehot in the 
jaw and fell from his horse. 

He lay writhing in agony. He could not 
speak. He was choking, with the blood 
pouring down his thrwat. I tried to relieve 
fim, But in a few moments he wae dead. 
Not being shot myself was good fortune.” 

“Where was Gomez all this time?’ 

“Gomez was not with us when Maceo 
»fell. He rode up, his right arm ehattered 
by a rifle ball, while I was bending over 
the body.”’ 

"My God, is that Maceo’s body,’ he cried. 
Batisfied that Maceo was dead he helped 
me throw the body on a horse, but at the 
moment the Spaniards fired another volley 
toward us. 

A bali pierced Gomez’ side, breaking his 
other arm. I sprang on a horse, saying 
*the Genera! is dead,’ and tried to lift Gomez 
up in front of me. 

“I will stay with Maceo,” he replied. 

I put epurs to the horse and fied. We 
were in an enclosure surrounded by a fence, 
but I rode through a gate and joined Diaz, 
and, finding no one to fight the Spainards, I 
rode off and I believe that Gomez saw three 
@uerillas approaching and killed himself 
with the knife mentioned as Maceo’s.”’ 

“You do not know where the bodies were 
buried.” 

“No, but Pedro Diaz does, and so does 
his officers.’’ 

Zertucha says he has his passport and 
is going to Spain by the first steamer of 
the French line. I believe either Zertucha 
betrayed Maceo or he is Maceo’s agent, 
commissioned by him to gp to New York 
or Paris.

RERLIN, Dec. 19.—Dntense dissatisfac- 
tion has been aroused throughout the coun- 
try by the refusal of the Government to 
accept amendments to the court’s reorgan- 
igation bill, which resulted in its entire re- 
jection, The Reichstag’s labor for a couple 
of years is thus destroyed.

MILLER OWNS UP 


How He Kited Checks and Got Away 
With a Denver Bank’s 
Funds. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 19.—O. F. Miller, 
President of the Miller Hernia Treatment 
Company, and one of the three defendants 
in the Commercial National Bank fraud 
case now on trial] in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, told the story of his transac- 
tions with the bank with the utmost sang 
froid on he witness stand to-day. He ad- 
mitted that he “‘kited’’ checks with all the 
Denver banks and took upon himself al] the 
blame for the failure of the Commercial 
Bank in 1893, in consequence of his jrge 
overdrafts, amounting to $125,000. He said 


that his affairs and accounts were so in- 
volved and complicated that he supposed 
his indebtedness to the Commercial was 
only $25,000, when it had actually reached 
a total of .$110,000. He declared that the 
co-defendants, President Charles H. Dow 
and Teller er gre | G. McClurken, had noth- 
ing to do with his schemes. 

Following Miller, President Dow vwook the 
witness stand. He testified that, while he 
authorized ‘‘kiting’’ of checks by Miller, he 
was not informed of the overdrafis until 
after they had become so large that it was 
impossible for Miller to make good his in- 
debtedness to the bank. 


NEW REVENUE CUTTER. 


The Hugh McCulloch Launched at 
Cramp’s Ship Yard. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 19.—Revenue 
cutter No. 3 was launched at Cramp’s ship- 
yard this afternoon. As the new cutter

THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSION 
ATTRACTS ATTENTION. 


SHARP DISCUSSION STARTED. 


The Matter to Come Before Parliament 
in Connection With the 
Queen’s Speech. 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—The agitation arising 
out of the report of the commission on 
the financial relations between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland is growing apace and the 
question bids fair to be one of the leading 
matters to be discussed at the next gession 
of Parliament. The Times, alarmed at the 
prospect, published an article, slating the 
commission, to which John Morley has re- 
plied, warmly upholding. The Irish Union- 
ists are taking the matter up and intend 
to bring the subject of undue taxation of 
Ireland before Parliament at the opening 
of the session in the form of an amendment 
in reply to the speech from the throne, 


calling upon the State to refund the $12,- 
500,000 of over-taxation. Col. Saunderson, 
Conservative member of North Armagh, is 
expected to amend the amendments and 
there is much speculation, in view of Mr. 
Morley’s attitude, regarding the. position 
which Sir William ernon Harcourt will 
assume in the matter. 

The London Radicals are in sackcloth and 
ashes at the decisions of the London County 
Council this week regarding the renewal 
of the lease of the tramways for fourteen 
years. The Radicals made a hard fight 
against the renewal but according to the 
Star, London, by the decisions of the Coun- 
cil, has lost all hope of profiting by elec- 
tric traction, lost £10,000 a year, as the lease 
was worth £55,000 instead of £45,000, which 
the company pays, and has lost all hope of 
half-penny fares, which exist on the provin- 
cial tramways, as well as having no se- 
curity against an increase of the present 
fares. The efforts of the Radicals, led by 
John Burns, were directed toward obtain- 
ing better conditions for the employes of 
the tramway companies, but those steps 
also failed. 

Figures just published regardin ship 
building in the United Kingdom during the 
present year show that this branch of in- 
dustry is not losing ground. The total ton- 
nage launched was 1,326,822. Harland &

TAP IN APRIL 


REV. IRL R. HICKS PROPHESIES 
FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


EARTHQUAKES FOR AUGUST. 


An Almanac Which Tells Us All 
About Our Weather for the 
Next Twelve Months. 


The Rev. Irl R. Hicks, editor, preacher 
and weather prophet, is out with his al- 
maniac for 1897. It is full of all sorts of 
warnings about tornadoes, blizzards, earth- 
quakes and other elemental disturbances. 
Some pedple don’t believe much in the 
Rev. Hicks. They think he writes prophe- 
cies through his hat and publishes them in 
his almanac and his monthly paper for what 
there is in it from a worldly point of view. 
The ministerial astronomer himse!f realizes 
that there are those who take this view of 
his forecasts, for he mentions it in his pre- 
face,but he keeps plugging away just the 
same. 

On the other hand there are a great many 
people who think Rev. Hicks knows his 
business not only from a material but an 
astronomical point of view. H?2 is certainly 
marvelously lucky or else he gets inside in- 
formation from somewhere. The Rev. Dr. 
Marquis of Chicago insinuated that it came 
from the lower regions when he said re- 
cently in the pulpit cf the Lafayeite Pirk 
M F. Church that the devil sent on the 
May tornado and other such afflictions with 
pp ice aforethought, but Rev. Hicks denies 

iis. 

So long as he gets the information it 
matters little where for all practical pur- 
poses, and in view of the fact that he tipped 
oft the big tornado there are a lot of people 
in these parts who will keep their weathcr 


eye open.on the dates he speaks of as being 
dangerous. 


After considerable information of a char- 
acter that is only intelligible to those who 
know something of astronomy as a science, 
the new almanac gets down to telling wus 
what sort of weather we may expect during 
the coming year. 
The two most interesting months outlined 
are April and August—interesting because 
all sorts of trouble is predicted. Apri! will 
.be the tornado month of 1897, while August 
will make a specialty of earthquakes. 
According to Rev. Hicks, April is going 
to be hot and stormy from the ist to. the 
4th. Then it will be cold unt!l the 10th, 
when he advises every one to keep a pru- 
dent eye on all cloud approaches and to 
watch the barometer. From the 12th to the 
l7ch he says a wave of great warmth will 
develop. The heat will be phenomenal, with 
the probable accompaniment of. tornadoes. 
From the 14th to the 18th are the dates of 
greatest danger. 
He winds up his dissertation on April with 
these consoling remarks: “Do not under- 
Stand us to mean in a statement that May 
will be devoid of storms. Expect some se- 
vere ones, and be prepared for the worst.”’ 
As to August, Rev. Hicks says that Venus 
reaches ‘“‘the center of: her perturbation”’ 
from the lst tothe 4th. If the astronomical 
Venus is anything like the old girl with 
which ordinary mortals are familiar, it will 
surprise no one to have all sorts of ructions 
raised under thése conditions. Whenever 
Venus gets gay there is trouble,“and the 
Rev. Hicks says in this instance that there 
will be very dangerous storms. , 
Again on the 7th there will be great at- 
mospheric and electrical disturbances. or 
else a warm wave of insufferable severity, 
Which will culminate in seismic shocks in 
yarious extremes of this country. Shocks 
are again predicted around Aug. 23. 
With reference to these predictions Rev. 
Hicks says: ‘‘We desire to be clearly un- 
derstood in all our references to probable 
earthquakes, They are not intended for 
alarms. Ten thousand to’one, no danger 
or harm will result from this class of phe- 
nomena in this country. But in the inter- 
est of the science of meteorology they have 
a very important bearing.’’

It is not confined to St. Louis 
alone or to the large cities of the State, but 
is felt in the smaller towns wherever the 
St. Louis committee has sent its literature. 

A large number of cities and towns will 
the convention, wh.ch 
will assemble at Memorial Hall at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow. 

At a meeting, held at the Mercantile 
Club yesterday afternoon, several prelim n- 
aries for the convention were arranged. 
Members of the Charity and Correct.on 
Committee and the Highways Committee 
were present. W. H. Moore of they former 
committee presided. 

A programme of the proposed order of 
business of the convention was arranged 
and the ordet of the proceedings cutlined, 
in a genera] way, though the convent.on it- 
self w ll largely determine ‘the details of the 
programme. 

It was decided that W. H. Moore should 
act as temporary Cha‘rman of the conven- 
tion and E. C. Rowse, Jr., as temporary 
Secretary. 

Assistant City Counselor Charles Claflin 
Allen will call the convention to order and 
make the opening speech. 

The call for the conventio 
on Dec. 10. It was signed by C. P. Wal- 
bridge, George FE. Leighton, H. R. Whit- 
more, Walker Hill, Leonard Matthews, C.

Those 
interested in the convention hope to procure 
the passage of a bill by the Legislature cre- 
ating such a board. 

The control of tramps, paupers and youth- 
ful offenders will be considered carefully. 
The gentlemen at the head of the movement 
believe that provisions for these classes are 
totally inadequate. 

They believe that youthful criminals and 
first offenders should be kept separate from 
more hardened criminals. They advocate 
the building of a reform echool for men and 
women convicted of crime, but still capable 
of reclamation, 

The question of the proper disposition to 
be made Of tramps will lead to the third im- 
portant point to be considered. 

A strong effort will be made to procure 
legislation which will make it possible to 
put these peripatetic gentlemen of leisure

WASHINGTON FOR 
ABADQUARTERS. 


HAS BEEN CHOSEN BY THE FED- 
ERATION OF LABOR. 


CHICAGO WAS- VOTED DOWN. 


Assessment to Push the Eight Hour 
Law Fixed at One Cent 
Per Capita. 


CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 19.—The atten- 
dance was full when President Gompers 
called the American Federation to order for 
the sixth day of.the sixteenth annual con- 
vention. 

The granting of a charter to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, with over 6,- 
000 members, was confirmed; also the action 
for affiliation with the National Associa- 
tion of Electrical Workers and the Long- 


shoremen on the seacoasts. 

A resolution was adopted for the Execu- 
tive Council to renew its efforts for the par- 
don of Ephraim Clark, a seaman, in the 
Tomlinson jail in Maine. Many resolutions 
were offered and referred. 

At the request of the Grievance Commit- 
tee Mr. Ryan of St. Louis, President of the 
Miners’ Association, addressed the conven- 
tion on the contest between the Association 
of Iron Moulders and the Tin, Sheet-Iron 
and Cornice Workers. 

The tonvention finally reaffirmed its 
former action to revoke the charter of the 
New York Tinners’ Union No. 102. 

James M. Payne of Chicago, on the recom- 
mendation of the Grievance Committee 


was given a hearing for the National Asso-- 


ciation of Boxmakers, who wanted a char- 
ter separate from the National Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Woodworkers. He argued 
that boxes were made from paper and other 
material as well as from wood, 

The Federation reaffirmed its former ac- 
tion and again refused to grant the box- 
makers a separate charter. 

The Cincinnati Canvassers’ Union was 
directed to join the American Association 
of Agents. 

The committee on the President’s annual 
report recommended the adoption of various 
suggestions therein. Considered gseriatim 
and .agreed to. 

Mr. Lloyd moved that the wo representa- 
tives to visit Washington to work for the 
eight-huur bill be selected by the convention 
instead of being appointed by the Executive. 
Carried by the close vote of yeas, 34; nays, 
33. It was ordered that these representa- 
tives be subject to the orders of the Execu- 
tive Council. 

Treasurer Lennon moved that an assess- 
ment of 5 cents per capita be levied, pay- 
able April 1, for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of the two representatives in 
Washington and other expenses of the 
standing committees on the eight-hour law 
and legislation. The membership is over 
600,000. This levy would produce over $30,- 
000. A long discussion on the expenses of 
lobbying, printing and circulating literature 
and other work followed. 

The regular order was suspended for fra- 
ternal greetings. Delegate Harry Lloyd was 
selected to make the presentation speech, 
in which he presented Samuel Woods with 
an elegant diamond charm, and John Mal- 
linson with a gold watch. These two dele- 
gates from the British Trades Congress re- 
sponded in touching remarks. 

On reassembling for the afternoon ses- 
sion, consideration was resumed of the mo- 
tion for an assessment for expenses in se- 
curing an eight-hour law. It was decided 
to vote first on the highest amount, that of 
5 cents per capita, and then on the propa- 
sitions for 2 cents and 1 cent in the event 
of the defeat of the motion for an assess- 
ment of 5 cents. 

The proposition for an assessment of 5 
cents per capita was voted down over- 
whelmingly. The proposition for an as- 
sessment of 2 cents per capita was also de- 
feated—yeas, 665; nays, 1,510. The propo- 
sition for an assessment of 1 cent per cap- 
ita was adopted almost unanimously and 
the report of the committee on the eight- 
hour law was adopted as @ whole. 

President Gompers announced the organi- 
zation of the national unions of coremakers 
and stationary engineers and that the bicy- 
cle workers and butchers would have na- 
tional organizations before the convention 
adjourned. 

Communications were received to change 
the date for the next meeting to Nashville, 
so as to be in session during the Tennessee 
Centennial Exposition. Referred. 

The Committee on Arbitration reported 
against the indorsement of the Erdman ar- 
bitration bill, pending in Congress. After 
a long discussion the report was referred 
back to the committee and the executive 
council to get a legal opinion on the bill, 
especially on sections 5 and 6, and report 
to ithe convention on Monday next. 

When the Committee on Law reported in 
favor of removing the headquarters from 
Indianapolis there was a long fight precipi- 
tated. It required a two-thirds vote to 
strike out “‘Indianapolis’’ from the consti- 
tutional provision for the location of head- 
quarters and only a majority vote was nec- 
essary to insert the name of another city. 

The vote resulted: Yeas, 1,594; nays, . 


thirds vote, ‘the word “Indianapolis” was) 
stricken out, and then came the fight be-| 
tween Washington and Chicago. 

Delegate Marr presented the claims of 
Washington, and Delegate Kenehan those of 
Chicago. A very animated discussion fol- 
lowed under the pretext of seconding the 
nominations. The first ballot resulted: 
Washington, 1,705; Chicago, 487. The se- 
lection of Washington was made unanimous. 

Resolutions were reported and adopted 
from the Committee on Law for the ap- 
pointment of Committees on Auditing and 
Credentials, to be appointed by the presi- 
dent ten days in advance of annual con- 
ventions, and meet three days in advance, 
so as to be able to report on the assembling 
of the convention. 

Resolutions from the Committe on Law 
were defeated to change the time for an- 
nual conventions from December to May 
and for extending the terms of officers from 
one to two years. 

The British fraternal delegates, Messrs 
Wood and Mallinson, having announced that 
they would depart to-morrow night, Dele- 
gates Duncan, Kelly, Fitzgerald, Rist and 
Lloyd were appointed to escort them to 
the depot. Most of the other delegates also 
accompanied them to the depot after ad- 
journment. 

Farewell addresses were made by Presi- 
dent Gompers and others, with responses 
from Delegates Wood and Mallinson, after 
which the convention indulged in singing 
and adjourned till‘Moncay, 9 a. mM. 

To-morrow there will be mass meetings of 
bakers. brewers. builders and other trades, 
to be addressed by their national officers. 
The different amalgamated associations will 
also hold meetings, as well as the commit- 
ees,

Opinion Expressed That the Law 
Should Except Women.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The Senate’s ac- 
tion in passing the bill to amend the immi- 


was insignificant in comparison’ with the | 
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the language of their native country or 
some other language, has caused much 
comment among those in this city directly 
interested in the matter. Commissioner of 
Immigration Senner said: 

“I think females should be exempted 
from the educational test. There ts an 
immense demand for servant giris in this 
country, and if they are restricted it will 
cause no end of annoyance all over the 
country. The lower classes of women in 
Southern European countries are notoriously 
illiterate, no effort being made to educate 
them. This is not so general in Sweden 
and Ireland as in other countries. There 
are few immigrants from Ireland now other 
than females, and the majority can neither 
read nor write, 

“As to the effect of the bill, if passed, I 
should predict for this city the largest im- 
migration for the three months from the 
time the bill is passed to the time it goes 
into effect it ever had. The influx of illit- 
erate Italians would be overwhelming. Aft- 
er that immigration would fall off for a 
while, but then the younger members of a 
family would be drilled into writing the 
words necessary to enable him to pass and 
then he could bring the whole family over’ 
with him.” 

Commissioner McSweeny sald he thought 
females should be exempted from the test. 
‘“‘We receive hundreds of letters each day 
for servant girls; in fact, they are en- 
gaged weeks before they arrive; the supply 
is inadequate to the demand.”

Asked to explain the strangely divergent 
accounts of Messrs. Harry De Windt and 
George Kennan, Dr. Howard declined to 
deny or confirm such statements. 

Comparing the lot of Siberian exiles with 
convicts in other countries, Dr. Howard re- 
marked: “The result of my experience has 
been to show that a man’s treatment is 
largely in his own hands. After a convict’s 
term of two years’ imprisonment is over, 
there is nothing to prevent him within 
three to five years becoming, within certain 
geographical limits, a free man. Escape 
from Saghalion is practically impossible. 
This holds good in a general way with very 
special exceptions. A political exile or a 
murderer in Saghalion lives with his family 
in a well-built and often pretty four-roomed 
cottage, with its court yard, vestibule and 


garden.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The ex- 
pénses of the legislative department of the 
Government during the first year of Presi- 
dent McKinley's term will be greater than 
the last year of President Cleveland's ed- 
@inistration. It will also cost the Goyern- 
gnent $31,000 more a year to run the executive 
department. 

During the fiscal year of '98 the people of 
the United States will have to pay for the 
maintenance of the “Millionaires’ Club,” 


therwise known as the Senate of the 
nited States, $1,131,535.90. It will cost $2,- 
488.15 to run the House, to say nothing 
of the tremendous burden of taxes that will 
undoubtedly be imposed upon the people by 
the McKiniey administration in the revision 
of the tariff to bring it to the standard de- 
manded by the Trusts and the protected in- 
dustries—the sources from which came the 
enormous campaign funds, handled by Mark 
Hanna. 
This year the grand total of money re- 
quired for the expenses of the legislative de- 
artment of the Government was $3,981.- 
Bs 94, Under President McKinley it will re- 
guire $4,379,820.80. Of this enormous sum to 
be expended next year only $348,793.55 is to 
he devoted to “legislative m'scellany.’’ The 
balance is directly for the Senate and House.

CHOCTAW SETTLEMENT. 


Details of the Deal With the Dawes 
Commission. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The 
official announcement of the agreement 
reached between the Choctaws and the 
Dawes Indian Commission was telegraphed 
to Secretary Francis and Commissioner 
Browning this afternoon by Gen. F. C. 
Armstrong, @ member of the commissfon. 
The dispatch said: 

“Choctaws have signed agreement to take 
lands in severaity; for sale of town lots: 
settlement of coal interests: transfer .of 
criminal jurisdiction to Federal Courts. 
Will be in Washington with papers Mon- 


day. 

This action of the Choctaws closely fol- 

lows the announcement of the agreement 
with the Creek tribe and is the result of 
long negotiations. 
The total area of the Choctaw Nation ts 
6,688,000 acres. here are 17,819 acres to be 
partitioned off and allotted, 14,000 te the 
blood Choctaws and 3,819 to the freedmen. 
It is probable that 350 acres will be left to 
each beneficiary, man, woman or child.

Comptroller Sturgeon Said There Was

@hail-@nd Comptroller: Sturgeon took thé 
Police Board in hand Saturday morning, 
gave it a little legal and financial spanking 
and made ft take water on its proposition 
to employ 200 emergency policemen to help, 
the department put down the local carnival 
of crime. 

Three times that number of idle men anx- 
jous to wear blue uniforms and catch thieves 
for $0 a month stood about the corridors of 
the Four Courts from early morning expec*- 
ing to be put to work. 

‘The anxiety depicted on their faces as they 
hung about the door of the Commissioners’ 
room while the City Fathers wrested with 
Messrs. Lee, Bannerman and Kelly “was 
painful. Poe oe after noon Secretary Kee- 
ble opened the side door and announced that 
no emergency men would be employed. The 
men were too stunned to go away. Some of 
them hung ebout the building until night 
came on. 

The failure of the board to carry out its 
action outlined at its last meeting was due 
to the combined opposition of the legal and 
financial departments of the city govern- 
ment, backed up by the executive. 

Acting-Mayor Nagel told the Commission- 
ers plainly that he would not consent to the 


r ition of an emergency calling for the | 


employment of 200 special policemen as it 
would establish a dangerous precedent. He 
said that under existing conditions it lay 
with the Municipal Assembly to take the in- 
anaes deg in providing for an increase of the 
oree, 

City Counselor Marshall told the Board 
that under existing circumstances the law 
did not authorize the Board. to declare an 
emergency... The statute only allowed the 
Board to increase the force by 26 men except 
under am extraordinary emergency. This 
he defined to be some unforseen catas- 
trophe, as a. tornado ora riot. 

enever the Municipal Assembly was in 
a position to act it was their prerogative to 
declare an emergency and take measures to 
mreet it. 

Comptroller Sturgeon @aid that the city 
would not provide the money to pay the —- 
cial policemen. He would resist paying the 
specials to the extent of making a legal test 
ofthe Board's er to define an emergency. 

Then Chief Harrigah was called in, and he 
declared that there .was an emergency six 
weeks ago, but it was passed now. He

REVOLVER BULLET ENDED AN

‘NOT MUCH LIKELIHOOD THAT IT 
WILL GO SO HIGH. 


CASH DEMAND FALLING OFF. 


Lively and Entertaining Gossip of the 
Men and Things in the 
City’s Exchange. 


The week just closed proved a great dis- 
appointment to those who have been pre- 
dicting ‘‘dollar wheat before Christmas,” 
and they have now jchanged the time for 
having 100-cent wheat to May. In spite of 
the fact that the market has at times dur- 
ing the week been largely oversold, the 
bulls were unable to get any advantage 
and the week closed with a net loss of an 
even cent on May wheat, but a gain of 
%c on cash wheat. 

‘The statistical position is still strong, but 
speculatively the market is weak. The 
heavy deliveries of December by Armour 
and other large Chicago operators have 


had a depressing effect. 

The age in the wheat crop of the 
world is now no longer a theory, but a de- 
monstrated fact and traders are busy try- 
- to solve the problem of Where the 

eat ito ly the foreign requirements 

Yet they recognize the 
fact that to hold on stubbornly after the 
remarkable advance we have head is not as 
ene i ly - Argentine harvest time

An enormous acreage of winter wheat has 
been sown under the most peverable condli- 
tions, and the present rondition of the plant 
is the best on record. It is by no means cer- 
tain that‘Argentine will not have a large 
exportable surplus, and we have had no 
bad reports from any of the other South 
American States,,.which are bécoming quite 
a factor among the wheat producing coun- 
tries of the world. Shipments from the Pa- 
ciflc Coast are not nearly so large as they 
have been, and the reserves not only in the 
northwest, but in the winter wheat terri- 
tory are found to be much larger than was 
expected after the enormous drain to which 
they have been eubjected. 

. The Cuban situation acts as a drag to the 
market, and, taking it all together, while 
wheat is undoubtedly worth the present 
prices, the prospects for “dollar wheat’’ still 
appear to be very dim. 

‘The markets throughout the entire week 
were slugg:sh, but in spite of the light trad- 
ing were very nervous and the fluctuations 
were frequent. The highest point for the 
week was reached on Thursday when May 
wheat sold up to 91%c and the lowest point 
on Thursday when May wheat sold down 
to 8%c. The cash demand has been gradu- 
ally failing off, and, while there were some 
heavy sales guring the early part of the 
week, during the last few days there has 
been little trading and prices have de- 
This is natural on the ap- 
proach of the holidays, and little improve- 
ment may be looked for until after the 
first of the new year. Local millers seem 
to have their pressing needs supplied, and 
what little buying there has been during 
the past few Gays was. done by outside 
parties. 


In spite of the reported shortage in the 
Russian crop that country continues to ex- 
port enormous quantities of wheat, with no 
apparent signs of a let up. Argentine is 
beginning to come forward again as a 
heavy exporter, and the European demand 
shows a heavy falling off. 

The high prices have caused a forced 
economy in the use of wheat, not only in 
this country, but in Europe, and there has 
been an increased consumption of the 
cheaper breadstuffs, especially of corn. This 
is forcibly shown in the report by the 
Treasury Department of the exports of 
breadstuffs from the United States for the 
eleven months ending Nov. 30, 1896, as com- 
par@d with those for the same period in 
1895. This report shows that the exports 
of corn for this period in 189% were 113,633,- 
364 bushels, as compared with 50,823,190 
bushels for the eleven months ending Nov. 
30, 1895. The exports of wheat for the 
same pertod in 1896 were 73,896,541 bushels, 
as compared with 37,033,911 bushels in 189. 
The exports eg. were 1,017,027 bushels in 
1896, as compar with 757 bushels in 1895. 

An unfavorable feature, however, is the 
fact that while our exports of wheat have 
more than doubled the increase in our ex- 

rts of flour has been comparatively light. 

he exports of flour for the eleven months 
ending Nov. 3, 1896, were 14,149,136 barrels, 
as compared with 12,7@0,311 bushels last 


year. 

In spite of these heavy exports the stocks 
of wheat in the Northwest are about as 
heavy as they were a year ago. Stocks at. 
Duluth are lighter, but stocks at Minneap- 
olis are about as much heavier. Local stocks 
are nearly twice as heavy as they were a 
year ago, and the visible supply is only 
about 12,000,000 bushels less. 

The effect of the forced economy in the 
consumption of wheat and the substitution 
of other breadstuffs is shown by the fact 
that, while on Aug. 1, 1896, tae available 
stocks of wheat in Europe, the United States 
and Canada were 33,753,300 bushels less than 
on the corresponding date in 1895, according 
to the estimates of the Liverpool Corn Trade 
News, on Dec. 1, 1896, the stocks of wheat 
in the United States, Canada and Europe 
were only 16,457,100 bushels less than on 
the corresponding date last year.

will be free from flaws. 

Judge Sherwood, who wrote the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, said that the anti- 
pool room law was invalid because it de- 
clared betting, either on Missouri or foreign 
races, to be @ misdemeanor, if done tn pool 
rooms or anywhere olitside the precincts of 
@ track, but sanctioned betting at a ce 
course, This was special legi slation and 
therefore invalid. 

The ministers have been ponde 
this piece of judicial wisdom and wi 
voice they are calling for a law that will 
mot only prohibit betting on races outside of 
the tracks, but inside as well. They lbaugh, 
and with some reason, at the excuse miade 
when the invalidated law was passed, that 
races and therefore betting should be per- 
mitted at the tracks in the State in order 
to encourage the breeding of blooded horses. 

This pretense at protection of a home in- 
dustry does not go with the ministers, for 
they have heard that the bulk of the racing 
in St. Loulsin the past year has been a mere 
incident to the betting ring end tended to 
work the whole equine family to death. 

. From the tone in which the ministérs of 
the city are talking there will be some 
sti ng anti-pool room sermons heard in 
St. Louis in the next few weeks. The 
members of the Legislature will receive 
strongly worded memorials from the local 
divines. The editors of the denominational 
papers are busy on red-hot anathemas 
against gambling and this week's editions 
will comtain screaming appeals for an anti- 
wy room law that will siand the severest 
es 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on a num- 
ber of ministers to get their views of pool 
rooms and of the Legislature's duty: The 


interviews follow: 

Rev. P..G. Robert, rector of Holy Com- 
munion Episcopal Church: When the pool 
room law which has been declared uncon- 
etitu\ional was pending as a bill before the 
Legislature, 1 was sent a copy of it by its 
euthor, with a request for an indorsement. 
I answered that I was opposed to the meas- 
ure because I could not see that gambling 
was not as bad at race tracks as in pool 
rooms. I cannoj perceive what other con- 
clusion the Supreme Court could have 
reached in poamns on the law. The only 
thing for the Legislature to do is to make 
betting on races th at tracks and in pool 
rooms a felony. Other forms of gambling 
are felonies wherever practiced in the State, 
and drastic legislation of ithat kind is nec- 
essary to close up the pool rooms, 

Rev. O. M. Stewart, Presiding Elder of 
the Methodist Churches in the St. Louis 
district: Gambling is the greatest evil that 
threatens the State. It is extending into 
all lines of business and is destroying the 
moral fiber of society. Poolrooms propagate 
the gambling fever. In them are cultivated 
the germs that are carried by the bettors 
among their friends and into all their rela- 
tions of life. Poolrooms should be abated 

not on Christian grounds then from 
motives of humanity and for the safety 
of the State. Poolrooms -are schoolrooms 
for cur young men and the lessons taught 
are vice and crime.

the Blood-Drenched Pearl of the

Although—and, posaibly, because—Cuba is 
60 near our doors, information in regard to 
. the Pearl of the Antilles is neither widely 
disseminated nor accurate. The average 
general reader haa formed his ideas of the 
figland from: the casual references of the 
daily press growing out of current events, 
or from the sketchy and misleading ac- 
counts of scribbling tourists bent on re- 
counting their social experiences and ama- 


tory conquests rather than on giving a care- 
ful and adequate description of the people | 
and country. 

The purpose of this article is to give con: | 
cisely and succinetly such information as} 
will put the readers of the Sunday Post-, 
Dispatch in a ‘position to intelligently con- 
sider the causes of a war of insurrection 
that has been carried on with occasional in- 
tervals of enforced peace since 1829; a war 
that seems practically endless, except by the 
intervention of a people of ‘another race 
than the belligerents. 


Cuba was discovered by Christopher Co- 
lumbus on Oct, 28, 1492, sixteen days after 
he touched at San Salvador. It was first 
called Juana in honor of Prince Joan, son 
of Perdinand and Isabella.

Their ftge settlement was Baracoa. on 
the north @6ast of the ¢actern extremity 
of the island.

ranjo secured freedom of commerce for the 
island. De Arranjo was.a native Cuban and 
a patriot. It was during his years of activ- 
ity that the Cuban constitution was framed. 
That instrument was produced by the depo- 
sition of the Spanish sovereign in 1808. he | 
Cahildo, or local government, declared al- 
legiance to the deposed sovereign and war 
against Napoleon. In 1812 Cuba was first 
represented in the general Cortez, or parlia- 
ment, at Madrid and De Arranjo was the 
delegate. It was then that he succeeded in 
opening the ports of Cuba to the world and 
gave her a commercial importance. 

That the resultant prosperity was not per- 
manent’is because of successive outbreaks, 
beginning with the conspiracy of the ‘‘Black 
Eagle’ in 1829. These insurrections have 
been caused by the tyranny of Spain and-the 
rapacity of her representatives. There has | 
been. a long line of Captains-General. W/th 
a few honorable exceptions, Las Casag lead- 
ing the list, these rulers have had no pur- 

e except to ffl their own pockets and 
eep the revenues of the home government 
up to the highest mark. From Velasquez, 
who burned a Cacique alive, down to the 
Weyler of our own day, they have had ab- 
solute power and—with the few exceptions 
referred to—have used it ruthlessly and ar- 
rogantly, regarding néither the law of mer- 
cy, the dictates of humanity nor the com- 
mon prudence that should mark the con- 
duct of the owner of a goose tNat lays gol- 
den eggs. The office has always been a re- 
ward for political services and appointment 
to it has been regarded as an expression 
from the crown of a desire that the ap- 
pointee should line his purse. 

Spain's course foward Cuba was remarked 
on by Ballou forty years ago as in keeping 
with her conduct toward all her. colonies. 
After referrirg to how Cortez died in ob- 
scurity and Pizarro was murdered in his 
castle, the historian relates that under the 
oppressive usage of the mother country Mex- 
ico revolted ‘and the South American colo- 
nies threw off the yoke, till Spain was 
‘stripped one by one of the rich, exotic jew- 
els of her crown—her vice-regal coroenet torn 
from her grasp."’ 


The studert looks deeper than politics for 
the causes of such a policy by a nation. It 
is in the blood. Since the invasion of Spain 
by the Goths, the Spanish nature has been 
intolerant and heedless. When Roderick 
swept over the Peninsula with his fierce 
warriors “from the populous loins of the 
frozen North” and established himself-as 
monarch of Spain, he grafted Teutonic bru- 
tality on Latin Hcentiousness, and the tree 
ie still bearing fruit. The cross was bad 
and enduring and infusions of fresh blood 
have intcréased fts vicious propensities. The 
Moors and other Oriental races contributed 
the'r vices, bit not their virtnes. Even 


ve -eomtaminated 

the outward influence of pedples whom they 
regarded as their inferiors, yet did not hesi- 
tate to mingle with and use for sensual grat- 
ifications. To the facility with which the 
Spanish colonist has taken native women 
to ‘his bosom and the contempt he has shown 
for their offspring, and his, much of the bit- 
terness between him and the Creole is due. 

This is notably so in Cuba. Properly 

eaking the Creole ig a person of mixed 
Ssounish and French blood, born on .the 
Western Hemisphere, but in Cuba the word 
is applied indiscriminately to every person 
and every beast born on the island, of pa- 
rents @lso born there.

your excellency (the Captain General) the 
fullest authority, bestowing upon you all 
the powers which by the royal ordinances 
are granted to the Governors of besieged 
cities. In consequence of this His Majesty 
gives to your excellency the most ample and 
unbounded power, not only to send away 
from the island any personis in office, what- 
ever be their occupation, rank, class, of 
condition, whose con'tinuance therein your 
excellency may deem injurious, om wnose 
conduct, public or private, may alarm you, 
replacing them with persons faithful to His 
Majesty, and deserving of all ‘the confidence 
of your excellency; but also to suspend the 
execution of any order whatsoever, or any 
general provision made concerning. any 
branch of the administration. as .your ex- 
cellency may think most suitable to the 
roval service.”’ 

This decree has been and continues to_be 
the fundamental law of government in Cu- 
ba. It is not hard to trace to it the origin 
of the Cuban revolutions. 

Slavery—that is, personal bondage—came 
to an end in Cuba in 1887 by the operation 
of a law of gradual emancipation passed in 
1880. In 1815 Spain as a member of the Con- 
gress of Vienna, bound herself to forbid the 
slave trade. She broke faith, and in 1817 
England gave her 40,000 pounds on condition 
that the importation of slaves from Africa 
should stop. That it did not stop was de- 
mon:trated as late as 1870, when middie- 
aged, and even young negroes of African 
birth, ‘were plentiful on the island. Eng- 
land’s interest in this matter, it is proper 
to stiate, was commercial. She had abol- 
ished slavery in her colonies and the plant- 
ers of Jamaica with free labor could not 
compete with their slave holding rivals in 
the Spanish colony. 

One club Spain held over the Cubans was 
the threat to free the negro slaves and set 
them against their former masters. This 
would have ruined the planters if it had 
been done .suddenly. But the result of 
emancipation has not been soothing to 
Spain. The freed negroes have joined with 
their old owners and are just as anxious 
as they to drive the oppressor from the soil. 

The As‘atic coolie took the place of the 
slave. The planter has found him a good 
investment, but the coolie has not thrived. 
In this population of Caucasian, African and 
Indian the Mongolian finds that he is re- 
garded by all as an inferior being. 


The iskhand of Cuba is long and nar- 
row, somewhat in the form of an irregular 
crescent, with its convex side towards the 
north. It divides the entrance to the Gulf 
of Mexico into two passages, that to the 


eatos, in Cut 
coast, and the southwest passage’ of nearly 
the same ‘width, between Cuba and 
Yucatan. The Bahamas, on the northeast, 
Hayti on the east, and Jamaica on the 
eoutheast are separated from it by nar- 
rower channels. 

Cuba extends from latitude 19 degrees N. 
almost to the northern limit of the torrid 
zone, its farthest point being 23 degrees N, 
The length of the island, following a curved 
line through its center, is 730 miles, and its 
average breadth is eighty miles. Rs is 
43,319 square miles, taking in the 
coastal isbands, the total is 45,883 square 
miles. 

The coast is generally low and flat, and fn 
consequence the shore is subjected to fre- 
quent floods and inundations. There are 
numerous large lagoons, especially on the 
north side of the island. From these a con- 
siderable quamtity of galt is obtained. Al- 
though many tow islands and dangerous 
recfs surround the island, it has, in pro- 

ortion to its ¢ize, an unusually large num- 
Ser of excellent harbors. Of chese che chief 
are the ports of Bahia Honda, Mariel, 
Havane, Matanzas, Cardenas, Mevitas and 
Nipe, on the northern side, and Guatanamo, 
Santiago de Cuba, Trinidad and Ciefueges, 
on the southern.

Subject: “‘The Christmas Cradle.” Text; “And the Babe Lying in a Manger.""—Luke 2:16.

Not everybody will go to church on| 


Christmas Day or on this Sunday. Dr. W, 
W. Boyd, the popular pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church of St. Louis, will preach 
from the pulpit to several hundred people 
to-day and on Christmas Day. His words 
will reach many thousands; not only in the 
city, but in all the surrounding States, 
preached from the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
pulpit. Taking this view of the request of 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch to prepare a 
Christmas sermon, especially for our read- 
ers, Dr. Boyd kindly consented to do so. 


Leaving Jerusalem on ithe south, and tak- 
ing the traveled road to Hebron, one comes, 
about six miles on the way, to “the Iittle 
town of Bethlehem,” or “‘House of Bread,”’ 
@s fits name signifies. "Tis a@ little bit of e 
Place, and seems never to have been of 
much tmportance. In fact, outside of a 
few allusions in the Old Testament, noth- 
ing is known about it. Micah, the prophet, 
speaks of it as “‘little among tthe thousands 
of Judeh,” though he calls tt “Ephratah,”’ 
a fruitful spot. Here it was the fields of 
Boaz lay, in which Ruth gleaned, and here 
the son of Obed was born. Hither, too, 
came Samuel and anointed the youthful 
David to be tthe successor of King Saul,

First, the de- 
struction by the Romans of ancient Jeru- 
salem and the devastation of its suburbs, 
Bethlehem did not escape. Pagans piant- 
ed here a grove of Adonts. The manger 
became @ brothel. For nearly 200 years a 
heathen ganctuary, with its garden of li- 
centiougs rites, crowned the spot where the 
Chiid-Christ lay. Then came Constantine 
amd cleansed the manger. The grove was 
cut down; a noble Christian Basilica, “half 
church, half fort,”’ wag erected. Here it 
stands to-day, the oldest Christian Church 
in the world. About it ere gathered three 
convents—Latin, Greek and Armenian. The 
manger has become a church—the cradle of 
Christian faith, the object of devout pil- 
gtimage from every quarter of the globe. 
Enter this magnificent temple! Though 
much dilapidated, its architecture fs stil) im- 
posing.. .The Cave of the Nativity within 
is feet long by ll wide, and a 
silver star in a marble slab at the eastern 


silver lamps are always burning. The 
original manger is replaced by a marble one 
A few feet opposite an altar marks the place 
where the Magi stood. The walls are hung 
in silk, and during this Chrietmastide, Chris- 
tian song and prayer surround the Christ- 
mas cradle.

Out there on the plains near Bethlehem 
were poor men watching over their flocks 
of sheep by night. They built little watch 
fires to warm themeelves and keep off the 
wolves. They were -pure-minded men— 
children of nature—and by a sort of intui- 
tien knew that the times were ripe for the 
coming of the long-expected one. It may 
be they were talking about it and praying 
about it that very night, when suddenly the 
heavens seem to open, and out of them fly 
@ multitude of angels singing ‘‘Glory to God 
in the Highest."”” No wonder the shepherds 
fell on their knees with their faces to the 
ground-—«o dazzling the light, so awe-in- 
spiring the angelic music; but the engel 
said: “Fear not, a Savior is born—Christ 
the Lord—gted tidings of great joy to all 
people!” 

What! the Savior born! A thing of great 
joy to all people! Then, he must be in the 
Holy City—in some great palace—among the 
royal folk—generals, officers, guards—where 
plenty abounds! They will go and if pos- 
sible see him. 

But no! They must go—not to Jerusalem, 
the great city; not to the Temple, the place 
of magnificent worship; not to the Pretor-

Each megapod builds hs own nest with 
materials which it gathers from all sides, 
and these are exactly what the gardener 
uses in the month of March to make his 
forcing beds—namely, leaves and decompos- 
ing vegetable matter, which, by their fer- 
mentation, give off an appreciable amoumt 
of heat. In the forcing beds this heat hast- 
ens the sprouting of the seeds; in the nest 
it suffices for the development and hatch- 
ing of the young birds, and the mother can 
go where she likes and occupy herself as she 
wishes, without being «troubled by the du- 
ties of sitting. In the small islands of Nin- 
afou, in the Pacific, another bird has a 
somewhat similar habit, in so far as it also 
abandons its éggs, but in place of obtaining 
the necessary heat from fermentation it 
gets it from the warm sand. The leipoa, 
or native pheasant, of Australia acts like 
the megapod, and watches the temperature 
of its mound very closely, covering and un- 
covering the eggs several times a day, to 
cool them or heat them as becomes neces- 
sary. After hatching «the young bird re- 
mains in the mound several hours; it leaves 
on the second day, but returns for the night, 
and not until the third day is it able to 
leave for good the paternal abode. 


SHOT A WHITE DEER. 


Only Three Have Been Found in the 
United States in Sixty Years. 


A white deer’is one of the rarest of freaks, 
In all the United States only three have been 
killed within @ years, and the accompanying 
picture, drawn from a photograph, is the 
first ever printed of the third of this re- 
markable trio, which fell victim to a hunt- 
er’'s prowess near the Ldttle Canada Falls, 
on the Penobscot River, in Maine. Mr. 
Elijah Lukens, who had journeyed all the 
way from Wilmington, Ohio, for a hunt up 
the Maine woods, was the fortunate man 
who shot and brought down the rarest ani- 
mal that has been seen in the Maine woods

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TRAPPING BEARS .

Sven Larsen tas tried the Swedish 
method of trapping bears, with American 
trimmings, says a Pittsburg, Pa., corres- 
pondent of the New York Sun. The bear 
fell in with the Swedish plap, but kicked 
on the American frills, and is still at lib- 
erty. 

About:ten miles south of Sugar Creek, in 
Warren County, John Watson runs a small 
sawmill, and in the spring turns his atten- 
tion to boiling maple sugar, in which he is 
assisted by Larsen. The other day he sent 


boiler. In a short time Sven came runnin 
back breathlessly shouting between gasps: 
“Hand me the gun! A big, black devil 
has thhis head in the boiler.” 
Watson called another man, seized a 
rifle, and started toward the woods, Larsen 
and the other hired man following, armed 


with axes. The bear thad disappeared 
when they arrived at the sawmill, and with 
it a fine big ham which had been left in a 
small smoke-house.. 

Larsen then began to tell how he bei 
seen bears trapped in Sweden, and proposed 
to catch this one. He secured an empty oil 
barrel, knocked in one of the heads, and 
smeared the interior with maple syrup and 
honey. He secured assistance, and carried 
the barrel toward a spot where the bear 
was supposed to reside. He dug a hole in 
the ground, and let the barrel down into 
the earth, leaving about ten inches above 
the ground, filling the earth tightly about 
the barrel. He also threw in a piece of 
ham bone for bruin to catch a whiff of as 
an extra inducement, 

Watson laughed at Larsen and said no béar 

would be foolish enough to fall into such a 
shallow trap, and if ét did the barrel would 
not hold it. 
The trap did work, however. The follow- 
ing day, while the men were working in a 
clump of w s near by, they heard a 
scratching and growling in the direction of 
the bear trap and hurried toward it. Sure 
enough, there was a big black bear, - 
foremost in the barrel, and stuck in tight. 
It snorted and tore chunks of with its 
hind paws, which ét scattered in showers 
in the air. Watson prodded it, which in- 
creased its anger, and it tore furiously to 
free itself. 

Larsen was anxious to run to the lg 
house and get a rifle with which to shoot 
it. Watson suggested a quicker and cheaper 
method. His was to dip water out of the 
run near by, pour it into the barrel and 
drown the bear. This improvement on the 
Swedish system of bear trapping started

ANIMAL KINDERGARTENS. 


Specialized Education in the Animal 
Kingdom Begins Rather Late. 


It will be noticed that all creatures which 
have large families, whether beasts or 


birds, have less trouble in rearing. them 
than those which have only one or two 
young. Little pigs ere weeks ahead of 
calves imvintelligence and the young part- 
ridge, with its dozen brothers and sisters, 
is far more teachable than the young 
eagle. There seems no doubt that the lat- 
ter is taught’*to fly by its parents. A cor- 
respondent of the London Spectator says 
he has watched the old birds so engaged, 
and the young eagles reluctantly following 
them to a height. 

Specialized education in animals .begins 
late. The beaver kitten’s trainin oes 
not begin until the autumn of the year in 
which it was born. The old béavers, which 
have moved up tributary streams into the 
woods, or roamed to the larger lakes dur- 
ing the summer, then return to inspect 
their dam and repair it for the winter. 
They then cut down a few trees, and, 
dividing them into logs, roll them or tow 
them to the dam. The kittens meantime 
are put onto what in a workshop would 
be called a “‘soft job.”

Tame Partridges Killed by the Prince 
of Wales—Game for William II. 


The Prince of Wales is a great hunter of 
partridges, the hand raised birds that have

The way the Prince bangs 
over the soft. birds is a caution, says the 
New York Sun. He has several guns and 
a couple of men in a blind with him to load 
the weapons. Shooting in this fashion the 
Prince kills several hundred birds before 
noon. Recently he and a party of friends 
succeeded in bagging in a single morning. 
2,000 of the partridges, and in the afternoon 
they got a thousand more. 

Like the Prince, the German Emperor does 
nothing in a half way.

Wales. Instead of shooting a thousand or 
so of little birds the Emperor goes on a 
gread hunt after big game, and shoots birds 

etween the rushes of the deer and like 
beasts. The Emperor has the game laid out 
in lines between which he may walk and in- 
spect the carcasses, and the lines are nu- 
merous. Three hundred or so of roe deer, 
dogens of wild boars and stags, and hun- 
dreds of birds make a respectable bag. 


HYPNOTIZES CATS AND DOGS. 


A Lowell, Mass., Boy Who Has a 
Strange Power Over Animals. 


It ig a curious thing, the power which. 
some human beings have over animals. 
There is in Lowell, Mass., a boy, differing in 


no respect from his companions, who has 
this power in a marked degree. Every stray 
dog or cat in the neighborhood knows him 
and loves ta be in his company. A vicious 
horse which the stablemen can with dif- 
ficulty handle will stand like a lamb while he 
harnesses and unharnesses him.

and Heal 


In these times, when beggars ere elmost 
me plentiful as dead leaves in autumn, ob- 
gervant persons notice the number of men 
and women in tattered clothes that go to 
the back doors of institutions conducted 
by Roman Catholic nuns and sisters, These 
good women have charge of more hospitals, 
echools and asylums than other bodies, 
and hence the hungry tramps are the most 
conepicuous at their gates. 

It would take a mathematician, with a 
brain for many figures and big numbers, to 
calculate how much food the nung and sis- 
ters give away each day. They themselves 
take little account of it, for.they believe 
that an accuraie record i6 kept in another 
world. 

The convent schools, where the daughters 
of the well-to-do ware educated and 
the hospitals in which the pa- 
tients are persons of means, are the most 
visited by the poor, because they are the 
freest to give. The convents set good tables 
for their pupils, who «at home are accus- 
tomed to dainty food, and the hospitals are 
obliged to keep their iarders as well etocked 
as hotels, in order to pamper the tastes of 
invalids and recuperating patients, 

These institutions cannot gave dishes 
from meal to mea! and they are very ready 
to give the leavings te personis who are too 
hungry to be epicures.
